Thon ho killed hi* daughter, Miss Lockie, 


the one said to bo pregnant by him. 


Ho then attempted to kill his wife, tut his 


cartridges boing exhausted, ho could not fire 
another shot and she escaped. 


Having failed to catch and kill his wife ho 


cut hia own throat, mounted his horso, and 
started in tho direction of Johnson City. 


After riding a few yards ho mot Thomas 


Brunswick, whom ho attacked, and into 
whom lie plungsd a knife, inilictine fatal 
wounds.

Tho murderer then rodo toward Jonnson 


City hut was arrested within two miles of 
it. Ho was still alivo at S o'clock Tuesday 
morning.

THE SUMATRA LAW, 


No Steps Being Taken to Correct 


Its Admitted Defects. 


Notwithstanding Secretary Maiv 


niiiS Invites Siiggtstions '.to 


Ciu-o Tariff Abuses. 


The Demoralization Cheap Sir 


mntra Has Cansert.

Some time since, it will be remembered, 


Secretary Maunmc invited the opinions 
of merchants on the tariff laws and their 
views on the question whether tho lovy- 
ioc of a specific duty instead of an tut 
valorem duty would cure many existing 
defects in tie laws. The secretary's idea 
•was to cot tha opinions of leading men 
and embody them iu his annual report to 
congress. 


Nothing was specially said about, to- 


bacco in tho secretary's circular, but it is 
evident; that he wanted tho opiuinn o 
tho tobacoo trade on the tobauco sedioii 
of the tariff lawa quite as rnuoli us the 
opinions of merchants on tbe other sec- 
tions affecting different kinds of mer- 
chandise. 


Wordoomes from Washington that tbo 


secretary of the treasury has received sev- 
eral thousand replies to his circular, but 
not one communication from the tobacco 
trade. 
Tho defects of tlm tariff law as affect- 


ing [Sumatra tobacco are admitted 
every dealer and grower of tobacco in 
the country. The question is not one ol 
ad valorem or specific duty, and although 
tbo trouble is perfectly plain to a tobacco 
man, it must appsar peculiar to Secretary 
Manning and to any one outside the to- 
bacco trade. Hence tho necessity of ex- 
plaining the peculiarity to the secretary 
of the treasury and to congress. 


Will it ba behoved that u great trade 


suffering from a loosely-drawn law is 
taking no steps towards remedying the 
defects'! A reporter of the United States 
Tobacco Journal made a careful inquiry 
among importers and dealers in tobacco 
aud found that, while there was universal 
ludiguation at the law, no steps wore be- 
ing taken to advise Secretary Manning oi 
its shortcomings. 


It appears that the Loaf TobacoDBoarc 


of Trade appointed a committee oonsist- 
iug ot Messrs. Vigehus, Lachenbrnch & 
H-'lt, and President Crawford as ex 
cflicio to inquire into the manner of or 
aminmg and appraising foreign leaf to- 
ba?co. This was before Seoretaiy Man- 
ning issued his circular of invitation. 
This committee visited Collector Heddeu 
nnd by| him was referred to Appraiser 
McMullen. They saw the method of ox- 
iimininc and appraising Sumatra tobacco, 
and could find no fault with the manner 
in which the law was applied. As 
committee,-they found only tobacco that 
required less than 100 leaves to weigh a 
pound passed at tho 35o rate, and yet, as 
individuals, they see plenty of fine tin- 
matra 
tobacco 
hawked 
about that 


requires ovor a hundred loaves to weigh 
a pound that was undoubtedly passed of 
35 cents duty. Tdey admit tho mystery 
ia beyond thoir comprehension. The 
committee also learned that the Cus- 
tom house authorities here are of tho 
opinion that the unit of quantity to 
which the law applies is the invoice and 
not the bale. Although the appraise- 
ments are proceeding under tho latter 
theory, Collector Kobertson recommend- 
ed tbe adoption of the former, nnd the 
matter awaits a definite decision by tho 
treasury department. 


If the invoice theory prevails, tbe ova- 


B\on of tho 75 cents rate of duty then be- 
comes very simple.' The law i-euds: 
"Leaf tobacco of which 85 per cent is cf 
the requisite size and of tho necessary 
fineness of texture to ba suitable for 
wrappers, and of which more than OLO 
hundred loaves are required to weigh a 
pound, if not stemmed, 75 cents per 
pound; if stemmed, 81 per pound." 


All a man has to do is to import SI 


bdes of fine Sumatra and 1G bales ot 
trash. He bonds the lot and subsequent- 
ly withdraws the 84 bales of fine Roods, 
paying 85 cents duty; tho 1G bales of 
trash he concludes to oiport, and pays 
no duty on them whatever, Ho exports 
them to Holland where they can subse- 
quently be used to convoy another 8-1 
bales of fine butaatro over, and so on the 
14 bales can bo made to take transatlan- 
tic trips indefinitely. 


"The condition of Sumatra affairs is 


enough to disgust me with bQeiness," 
said o prominent leaf packer and dealer 
to the reporter. "I take so little interest 
in business nowadays that I don't care 
how our native tobacco crops turn out. 
I only come down ti my office perfunc- 
torily. There used to bo pleasure in 
handling seed loaf tobaccos, but Sumatra 
has revolutionized the business. 
To 


rVin- what a grip it has on our market, 
j.ottamk of 10,000 cases ot cur finest 
tobacco being destroyed without prices 
being affected a particle. Why, you can 
buy Wisconsin cheaper Uiday it any- 
thing than you could before the (ire. 
If 


there can be anything done to protect 
our home interests I thins tho tobacco 
trade of this country ought to be up and 
doing." 


Opinions differ as to tho best method 


of levying an effectual restrictive duty 
on Sumatra, it seems to bo generally 
admitted that the levying of a prohibitive 
duty is an impossibility. Sutratra will 
continue to come bore no maiter how 
high the duty in. 


A niimber of leaf dealers think that 


tbe only practical plan, taking treaty 
difficulties into consideration, is to levy 
a specific duty on all foreign leaf tobacco, 
whether it bo wrappers or fillors. They 
say if the tobacco is olassiSed, the dif- 
ficulty of determining wnich is filler and 
which is -wrapper tobacco -will lead to the 
same troubles as now exist. They ad- 
mit that Havana tobacoo will be unfavor- 
ably affected by levying a high uniform 
duty-on all foreign tobacco, but that Ha- 
vana tobacco must suffer for the general 
good.- 


On the other hand, many tobacco men 


are of the confident opinion that the law 
can be cured by leaving out tho 85 per 
cent clause End potting a high, duty on 
wrappers and a low duty on fillers. It 
tbe government appraiser don't know 
the difference between wrappers and 
fillers, they say, then lie is cot fit for tho 
position of an appraiser.

A CtWTBr MAP DEALER'S VIEWS. 


Btlilor If. S. Tobacco Journal: 


Sm: As the vexatious Sumatra tobacco 


subject is about being revived, various 
views have been and will be presented, 
as well as all kinds of remedies against 
its rapidly increasing importation pro- 
posed, permit mo, through your columns 
to offer a suggestion which, while per- 
haps, not a panacea for the existing diffi- 
culty, must, nevertheless, appear as more 
practical and perhaps as effective as 
many others that havo preceded it. 


That the first and most important fac- 
tor in that direction is to secure favor- 
able legislation by our next congress, 
must be conceded. 


To this end n ooneiliation of tho vari- 


ous intereste involved must be secured, 
and the political proclivities of our con- 
gressmen harmonized. 


To accomplish this, tho tobacco trade 


itaelf must first agree upon some decided 
measure; when that is resolved upon, no 


conflicting theories or propositions for 
compromise should induce them to re- 
oodo from their position, and their prayer 
for o change in the revenue should ba ot 
such a conservative character that a fa- 
vorable response thereto can be granted 
without compromising the conflicting 
opinions ou the tariff question by the 
congressional representatives. 
This conclusion finds just encourage- 


ment through the late letter of our sec- 
retary of the treasury, Mr. Manning, who 
appears inclined to lend a favorable ear 
towards relieving our business from the 
formidable berrier which so potently 
looms up before us, and with still in- 
creasing magnitude. 


The immediate question 
whiob we 


have to contend with is ot course in- 
volved in tbe rate of duty to be collected 
from wrappers of foraign growth. 
This 


we know our late congress fixed at 75 
cents per pound, accompanying the aot 
with such descriptions aud specifications 
which, though they have proven impera- 
tive, were undoubtedly added with the 
view of positively establishing such a 
standard rate; but even this tar uniform- 
ly maintained, I take the temerity of 
claiming, will prove insufficient for th 
protection of tho growers as well as deal 
ors in this grade of tobacco. J)c curtail

Wha 
if the GO to 80 per cent annual dividend 
ot tho Dutch companies should be re- 
duced to half that sum by reason of ou 
increase duty ?

Of course to this increased rate man 


of our cigar manufacturers, as well 
those opposed to high tariff, will objec 
This objection can be [overcome by re 
ducing the rate on fillers corresponding 
ly. Snob, a change would havo a ten 
denoy to appiosiraate tho views of bot 
bighandlow tariff men; equalize th 
cost of production [of oigars (which ca 
e&sily bo demonstrated); protect ou 
growers and raisers from having tho in 
dnstry destroyed by this damaging for 
eign agency, and pro-re' the desiderata 
we need and require. 


Yes, advance the duty on wrappers 


and reduce that on fillors! That is th 
plain vernacular. The less we make th 
duty on fillers the larger will be the oon 
sumption, and, as a consequence, oreac 
a greater demand for our domestic wrap 
pers and binders.
